Had 
Mr. White lived till to-day he would 
liave seen rea,-ou to change bis mind, as 
many, who in the local house supported 
tho reaoUition favoiing the exchange, 
liave done. Hut, « liile I was at lirst 
disposed to blame the Dominion jjovein- 
mont as the oiiginatiii s of the plot, .Mr. 
Dewdiiey's altitude gives me reason lo 
think timl they were not, or at least, 
were not ]iarties to it. If this belief 
should prove correct , why should Mr, 
Mara and TiiK (,'iii.oNisr, as the oigiui 
of the local gDVeiiiinent, insist U]iiiii 
forcing on the Domininn w hat they do 
not want, and what our inteiesis de- 
mand wo should retain '! 

Tho exchange of lands, if curied 
out, means a knock on the head of the 
Western Central railway selieme ami 
tho filial Hurremler of the iiioviiiee to the 
malign influence of tho Canadian I'acilic 
Railway Company. So believing, 1 
shall strenuouHly oppose, during the re- 
COBS, and in the House at its next ses- 
sion, a proposition which I regard as a 
blow aitficu at the progress of tills part 
of the province as well as that of Cari- 
^o and adjacent districts.
